I  will  keep  this  Oath  and  this  stipulation — to 
reckon  him  who  taught  me  this  Art  equally  dear  to  me  as  my 
parents,  to  share  my  substance  with  him.  and  relieve  his  necessities 
if  required:  to  look  upon  his  offspring  in  the  same  footing  as  my 
own  brothers,  and  to  teach  them  this  art.  if  they  shall  wish  to  learn 
it,  without  fee  or  stipulation :  and  that  by  precept,  lecture,  and  every 
other  mode  of  instruction.  I  will  impart  a  knowledge  of  the  Art  to 
my  own  sons,  and  those  of  my  teachers,  and  to  disciples  bound  by 
a  stipulation  and  oath  according  to  the  law  of  medicine,  but  to  none 
others.  I  will  follow  that  system  of  regimen  which,  according  to  my 
abilitv  and  judgment.  I  consider  for  the  benefit  of  my  patients,  and 
abstain  from  whatever  is  deleterious  and  mischievous.  I  will  give 
no  deadly  medicine  to  any  one  if  asked,  nor  suggest  any  such 
counsel;  and  in  like  manner  I  will  not  give  to  a  woman  a  pessary 
to  produce,  abortion.  With  purity  and  with  holiness  I  will  pass  my 
life  and  practice  my  Art.  I  will  not  cut  persons  laboring  under  the 
stone,  but  will  leave  this  to  be  done  by  men  who  are  practitioners 
of  this  work.  Into  whatever  houses  I  enter.  I  will  go  into  them  for 
the  benefit  of  the  sick,  and  will  abstain  from  every  voluntary  act  of 
mischief  and  corruption:  and.  further,  from  the  seduction  of  females 
or  males,  of  freemen  and  slaves.  Whatever,  in  connection  with  my 
professional  practice  or  not.  in  connection  with  it.  I  see  or  hear,  in 
the  life  of  men.  which  ought  not  to  be  spoken  of  abroad.  I  will  not 
divulge,  as  reckoning  that  all  such  should  be  kept  secret.  While  I 
continue  to  keep  this  Oath  unviolated.  may  it  be  granted  to  me  to 
enjoy  life  and  the  practice  of  the  art.  respected  by  all  men.  in  all 
times!  But  should  I  trespass  and  violate  this  Oath,  may  the  reverse 
be  my  lot !

HISTORY 


The  School  of  Medicine  of  Western  Reserve  University  was  organized  in  1843  as 
the  Cle\eland  Medical  College  in  coopration  with  Western  Reserve  College,  which 
had  been  founded  in  1826  and  was  then  located  at  Hudson.  Ohio.  In  1844  the  charter 
of  the  college  was  extended  and  the  Medical  College  became  a  department  of  Western 
Reserve  College.  The  School  of  Medicine  is  now  the  legal  successor  to  all  the  regular 
medical  schools  that  have  existed  from  time  to  time  in  Cleveland,  including  Charity 
Hospital  Medical  College,  the  Medical  Department  of  Wooster  University,  and  the 
Medical  Department  of  Ohio  Wesleyan  University.  The  School  has  given  118  annual 
courses  of  instruction.  It  has  graduated  5.348  students  "in  course"  and  has  given 
(before  1885)  127  honorary  and  ad  eundem  degrees,  and  the  schools  which  were 
consolidated  with  it  graduated  1218  students. 
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Left,  first  building  for  medical  instruction,  occupied  from  1845  to  1885;  right,  second  building, 
occupied  from  1887  to  1924.  Attached  to  second  building  is  the  chemical-physiological  laboratory, 
added  in  1898. 


The  first  building,  erected  in  1846,  at  the  corner  of  St.  Clair  Avenue  and  Erie 
Street,  now  E.  9th  Street,  was  occupied  until  1886,  when  the  Perry  Payne  family 
gave  additional  ground  adjacent  to  the  site  of  the  older  building.  On  this  combined 
area  Mr.  John  L.  Woods  erected  a  substantial  stone  building  for  the  School.  In  1898 
an  additional  building  for  a  chemical  laboratory  and  in  1908  a  building  for  research 
were  erected  adjacent  to  the  main  building.  In  1915  a  site  of  approximately  twenty 
acres  was  secured  for  a  University  Medical  Center.  Through  the  generosity  of  Mr. 
Samuel  Mather  a  large  building  for  the  pre-clinical  sciences,  designed  and  equipped 
for  research  as  well  as  teaching,  was  erected  on  this  location  and  occupied  in  1924.

Subject  Committees.  The  traditional  medical  science  content  of  the  curriculum 
has  been  reorganized.  There  are  no  separate  departmental  courses.  Instruction  is 
centered  around  selected  subject  areas,  and  for  each  subject  area  a  committee  com- 
posed of  appropriate  departmental  representatives  decides  what  shall  be  presented, 
and  is  in  charge  of  the  presentation. 

Multidiscipline  Laboratories.  In  order  to  carry  out  the  correlated  method  of  instruc- 
tion, special  laboratories  have  been  constructed  to  replace  the  separate  departmental 
type.  In  the  multidiscipline  laboratory  each  student  has  a  work  space  of  his  own, 
which  is  available  to  him  at  all  times  and  which  is  not  used  by  anyone  else  during 
the  school  year.  The  facilities  are  such  that  the  student  can  do  practically  all  the 
required  laboratory  work  in  the  one  location. 

Free  Time.  During  the  first  two-and-one-half  years  each  student  has  3  half  days 
per  week  free  from  all  assigned  work.  In  this  time  he  has  opportunity  to  exercise  his 
own  initiative  in  advancing  his  education. 

Curricular  Project.  Each  student  is  required  to  undertake  some  type  of  scientific 
investigation  with  the  guidance  of  a  member  of  the  Faculty.  His  area  of  study  may 
be  in  any  Department  of  the  medical  school  or  in  other  divisions  of  the  University. 
Those  students  who  wish  to  do  so  may  pursue  their  research  during  the  tenure  of 
summer  vacation  fellowships.  A  comprehensive  report  must  be  submitted  before 
graduation. 

Examinations  and  Grades.  Interim  examinations,  usually  of  one  day  duration,  are 
given  approximately  5  times  per  year  during  the  first  two-and-one-half  years.  Compre- 
hensive examinations  are  set  by  Western  Reserve  instructors  at  the  end  of  the  first 
and  second  years.  These  examinations  are  taken  anonymously,  by  number,  and  the 
only  students  identified  are'  those  whose  papers  are  considered  unsatisfactory  or 
borderline.  All  students  are  required  to  take  part  1  examinations  of  the  National 
Board  of  Medical  Examiners  at  the  end  of  the  third  year,  and  the  part  2  examinations 
at  the  end  of  the  fourth  year.  All  instructors  who  have  close  personal  contact  with  a 
student  are  expected  to  submit  written  reports  which  are  used  for  evaluation  of  his 
progress  and  for  counselling  him. 

Clinical  Science.  Beginning  in  the  first  vear  each  student  has  continuing  personal 
contact  with  clinical  aspects  of  medicine,  under  the  guidance  of  a  preceptor  who  is  a 
physician.  In  the  fall  of  the  first  year,  each  student  is  -assigned  a  patient  who  is  under 
the  care  of  the  University  Hospital's  Department  of  Obstetrics.  He  participates  in  the 
services  rendered  to  her,  and  after  her  delivery  focuses  on  the  growth  and  development 
of  the  baby  as  observed  in  the  Family  Clinic  and  the  home,  learning  first  hand  about 
the  patient-physician  relationship  and  the  complexities  of  medical  care. 
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Before  the  first  day  of  class  you  had  a  chance  to  look  around  at  a  few  land- 
marks  which   would   become   very   familiar   to   you   over   the   next    four   years. 
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No  school  is  complete  without  books,  especially  medical 
school,  and  so  you  stop  to  buy  the  first  of  many,  before 
you  start  Phase  1.

PROJECT 

PROGRAM 
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It  is  well  recognized  that  the  aim  of  a  medical  education  is  to  train  investigators 
and  teachers  as  well  as  practitioners.  The  students  at  WRU  School  of  Medicine  are 
exposed  to  investigative  work  through  the  curricular  project  program.  In  the  first 
year  a  series  of  open  houses  are  given  by  the  various  departments  to  show  the  student 
the  research  interests  of  the  medical  community.  The  student  then  selects  a  project 
in  the  department  of  his  choice.  During  the  first  two  years  of  training,  thirty-two 
Wednesdays  are  designated  as  "project  days."  The  purpose  of  these  project  days  is 
to  acquaint  the  student  with  some  of  the  problems,  techniques  and  literature  in  a 
specific  field  of  investigation.  This  gives  the  student  an  opportunity  to  pursue  some 
selected  subject  to  some  degree  of  depth.  This  depth  provides  a  splendid  balance  with 
the  thousands  of  new  words  and  concepts  which  are  presented  in  the  basic  sciences. 
Each  spring  selected  students  present  their  research  work  at  a  scientific  meeting 
sponsored  by  the  student  council.  Each  student  in  his  senior  year  prepares  a  compre- 
hensive thesis  on  the  basis  of  his  research.  Many  students  find  the  thirty-two  days  of 
allotted  project  time  insufficient.  Grants  are  readily  available  for  those  who  desire  to 
work  on  their  projects  during  the  summer  or  as  an  elective  clerkship. 

The  success  of  the  project  program  is  ultimately  the  result  of  many  hours  of 
guidance  and  supervision  invested  by  the  faculty.  We,  the  class  of  1961,  appreciate 
this  great  investment.  The  curricular  project  has  given  us  a  personalized  medical 
education  that  can  not  be  obtained  in  the  classroom.  We  are  fortunate  to  have  had 
this  invaluable  experience  and  will  surely  realize  its  benefits  for  many  years.
